Chamber of Deputies Give Vote 
of Confidence After Briand 
Tells of Plan.

PARIS, April 26.—Premier Briand 
told the Chamber of Deputies this 
afternoon: 

“If on May 1 satisfactory propo- 
sails, with acceptable guarantees, are 
not made by the German Govern- 
ment, the Ruhr will be occupied.”

ment, the Chamber voted confidence

Gordon Auchincloss, the son-in-law 
and secretary of Col. House, and Mr. 
David Hunter Miller, Auchincloss’ 
law partner and one of the accred- 
ited legal advisers of the American 
Commission, prepared an elaborate 
memorandum on the President's 
draft of a covenant which contained 
comments and also suggested 
changes in the text. On account of 
the intimate relations existing be- 
tween Messrs. Miller and Auchin- 
closs and Col. House it seems rea- 
sonable to assume that their com- 
ments and suggestions were uap- 
proved by, if they did not to an ex- 
tent originate with, the Colo- 
nel. The memorandum was first 
made public by Mr. Willam 
C. Bullitt during his hearing before 
the Senate Committee on Foreign 
Relations in September, 1919 (Sen- 
ate Doc. 106, Sixty-sixth Congress, 
first seSsion, pages 1177 et seq). 

The most important amendment 
‘o the covenant suggested by these 
advisers was, in my judgment, the 
one relating to Article III of the 
Graft, which became Article 10 in the 
treaty. After a long criticism of the 
Presidents proposed guaranty, in 
which it is declared that. ‘such an 
agreement would destroy the Monroe 
Doctrine,” and that “any guaranty of 
independence and integrity means 
war by the guarantor if a breach of 
the independence or integrity of the 
guaranteed state is attempted and 
persisted in,’’ the memorandum pro- 
posed that the following be substi- 
tuted: 

Language of Self-Denying Covenant. 

“Each contracting Power severaliv 
covenants and guarantees that it 
will not violate the territorial integ- 
rity or impair the political inde- 
pendence of any other contracting 
Power.” 

This proposed substitute should be 
compared with the language of the 
“self-denying covenant’ that I sent 
to the President on Dec. 22, 1918, the 
pertinent portion of which is repeat- 
ed here for the purpose of such com- 
parison: 

“Each power signatory or acd- 
herent. hereto severally covenants 
and guarantees that it will not vio- 
late the territorial integrity or im- 
pair the political sovereignty of any 
other power signatory or adherent 
t> this convention * * *&%”

the memorandum furnishes conclu- 
sive proof that Col. House was “en- 
tirely converted’ to my form of a 
guaranty aS he had frankly assured 
me that he was on the evening of 
Jan. 6.

That 
done, tire majority under our 
theory of government mus de- 
cide. and I, for one, believe thev 
can be trusted to decide with 
wisdom. 

Naturally, in view of past and 
present events, I am thinking at 
the moment in terms of the for- 
eien relationships of the United 
states. To a large and increas- 
ing extent these Iie in the keep- 
ing of the daily press. History, 
I think, will show that occa- 
sions are rare when those in 
charge of foreign relationships 
dan blaze out an independent 
path. In the words of Lincoln, 
they do not control events, but 
are controlled by them, and they 
must adapt their course to 
events as they unroll and to the 
public opinion of those whom 
they are called upon to derve.

It is far easier, as 
most of us know, to raise a 
storm than to quell it. 

Space to Foreign News. 

It is a good omen that Amer- 
ican newspapers unquestionably 
are giving more space to for- 
eign news than in former times, 
and much more space pyropor- 
tionately than are their foreign 
colleagues. Perhaps at no time 
in our previous history was it 
more necessary that we should 
accurately know and under- 
stand what is passing in the rest 
of the world. 

This is neither the: time nor 
the place for any discourse on 
American foreign policy. Cer- 
tainly those og whose shoulders 
the burden rests are entitied to 
every opportunity to formulate 
their policy without premature 
criticism or unsolicited advice. 
It is clear, however, that among 
the problems which beset at the 
moment this anxious planet, 
three stand easily in the front 
rank. The first of these is ¢he 
German indemnity. Until this 
subject is removed by rational 
agreement from the field of 
controversy, there neither can 
be nor will be any return to 
normal conditions of trade and 
commerce, and no permanent 
return to international peace. 
The second is Russia, where 
178,000,000 people, occupying 
some of the most fertile 
areas of the globe, are slowly 
sinking under the weight of an 
intolerabl®\ despotism into po- 
litical and gocial anarchy. It is 
a catastrophic process which 
outside interference is power- 
less to affect, but whose world- 
wide results cannot be comput- 
ed. The third undoubtedly is 
America, whose attitude toward 
the problems that have followed 
the ending of the great world 
war still awaits definitions, al- 
though two and a half years 
have passed since the guns were 
What that attitude is 
to be America alone has the 
right to decide, but the rest of 
mankind its well within its 
rights in calling upon us for 
decision. , 

Please understand that I have 
no desire either to suggest or in- 
troduce any controversial ques- 
tion which might disturb the 
prevailing harmony of this har- 
monious gathering. Least of 
all do I desire to rake over the 
embers of past contention. I am 
thinking entirely in terms of the 
future. But the spectacle of a 
great nation, unable in a time of 
real crisis ‘to take decisive ac- 
tion, and powerless because of 
divided counsels to move either 
forward or back, is one whitch 
should give us food for serious 
thought. A tiny sailing craft, 
whose steering gear is out of or- 
der is of little consequence in 
its trouble to anyone but itself; 
but when a great liner lies wal- 
lowing in the waves along fre- 
quented lanes, with its fires 
banked and engines. stopped, 
while captain and crew debate 
it is not only in peril itself, but 
@ menace to all who travel on 
the sea. One cannot but won- 
der whether the fathers in their 
excess of caution did not go fur- 
ther than modern reason should 
demand. John Hay, when Sec- 
retary of State, despairingiy ex- 
claimed that the fathers in their 
wisdom had decreed that for all 
“kickers shall rule,” 
and that a treaty entering the 
Senate was like a bull entering 
the arena: one could not tell 
when or how the blow would 
fall, he could only be sure that 
the bull would not come 
out of the ring alive. 


- Requirements Outlined. 

The Constitutional require- 
ment of a two-third vote in the 
Senate to ratify a treaty had its 
origin in the jealousy of some of 
the 13 original States toward 
their neighbor; but Rhode Island 
is no longer afraid of New York, 
and Maine does not shudder at 
the thought of Texas. Is there 
any reason today why the same 
Scnatorial :najority which can 
adopt a declaration of war and 
pass the most far-reaching and 
important etatutes, cannot be 
equally trusted to advise and 
consent where freaties are con- 
cerned? What earthly excuse its 
there for giving to one Senator 
opposed to a treaty as much 
weight as to any two who favor 
it? In the era of a broader na- 
tional and international! interests 
upon which, willingly or unwill- 
ingly, we are undoubtedly enter- 
ing, it ts of paramount concern 
to make certain that our vessel 
will answer to the helm. 

That we are entering upon 
such an era, who can doubt? 
With our far-flung insular pos- 
sessions, our merchant marine, 
our foreign debts and invest- 
ments, and our expanding trade, 
with our rightful insistence upon 
the “open door,” and our eager 
desire for peace, it is quite con- 
ceivable that. foreign policy may 
become not merely an Import-

THE FIRE CHIEF’S DISMISSAL.

It is not the law that 
we are considering in connection with the dismissal, 
but the policy of summarily discharging a Chief of 
the Fire Department without apparent cause, from the 
standpoint of official fitness or conduct, without a 
hearing and without even courtesy. 
| The Fire Chief, so far as public information goes, 
| had served in the Fire Department for 28 years, his 
' record was excellent and he had won promotion from 
| the ranks to the highest post in the department by 
| the excellence of his record and demonstrated fit- 
| ness for the place. There has been no complaint 
| against the Fire Department and no evidence of in- 
_ efficiency under his direction, nor has there been any 
| public complaint or evidence of misconduct or ineffi- 
efency on the part of Mr. Panzer as Fire Chief. 
The fact that both Mayor Kiel and Director Mc- 
'Kelvey offered Mr. Panzer a district chiefship indi- 
| cates the absence from the record of any misconduct 
‘or proof of unfitness which would call for summary 
and disgraceful dismissal.

GERMANY’S AMERICAN TRADE. 

From the Chicago Journal 

N the five years ending June 30, 1914, Ger- 

many's exports to the United States averaged 
$177,000,000 per year. Considering’ the lowered 
purchasing power of money, that is equivalent at 
least to $300,000,000 per year now. Will Con- 
gress, at the bidding of the New England and 
Pennsylvania mill bosses, enact a iariff law 
which will close this market to German indus- P 
tries? If it does so, how can the United States 
escape a grave responsibility for any measure of 
ruin that comes to Germany, and through her to 
the rest of Europe? There are two spécial\ condi- 
tions which make the case all the more sérious. 
One of Germany’s industries has to be cut'to a 
fraction of its former proportionsa—the cheruical 
dye industry. Never again can the world permit 
such a concentration of chemical power within 
the borders of one nation as Germany held in 
1914. This is not a matter of economics, it is a 
question of self-defense. Again, the United States 
used to pay very large sums to Germany for the 
use of her merchant shipping. But the German 
merchant fleet hag been taken away as part pay- 
ment for the ravages of the submarine, while 
the United States has developed a fleet which can 
carry a very large share of our commerce, With

her fleet income gone and the chemical monopoly 
abolished, Germany certainly needs her other 
markets in this country as never before. If Con- 
gress closes these markets to her, will not Amer- 
ica be blamed, and rightly, for any disaster that 
overtakes Central Europe?

DEFINITE plan for the garden 
should be drawn on paper before 


any pianting is done suggest 
garden specialists of the United 
States Department of Agriculture. 
First determine the exact dimensions 
of the available then ascertain 
which parts of the garden will be 
best adapted to certain crops, espe- 
cialiy those that require a large 
amount of sunshine Qutline the 
garden plan on paper and sketch in 
the crops that are to be planted up- 
on each part. 

In planning the garden it should 
be borne in miiid that certain crops, 
such as lettuce, iadishes, and early 
beets, can frequently be grown in ihe 
same rows with other crops and be 
removed before the main crop it- 
tains sufficient size to require the en- 
tire space. It should also be remem- 
bered that carrots, beets, salsify. 
early turnips, parsnips, and a!l crops 
type may be grown in rows 
12 to 18 inches apart and wili oc- 
cupy a comparatively small amount 
of space if grouped together. The 
taller growing such as pole 
beans, tomatoes trained to stakes, 
and sweet corn, shouid be planted at 
one side of the garden where they 
will not shade the smaller crops 

It is generaliy conceded tha: the 
rows should run north and south 
however, it is more important lt» ar- 
range the rows for conyenience of 
cultivation than for exposure to the 
sunshine. 

Due consideration should be given 
to both companion and successive 
cropping. By companion cropping, 
the plan of planting two or more 
crops together and removing chose 
that mature first is followed.
